It was believ ed 
that Mr. Ry se was en joy in g good 
health for on e of his age an d 
n o great worries were said to be 
presen t to cau se him mu ch con ­ 
cern . 
The act was committed in the 
cattle shed sev eral rod s from the 
hou se. Mr. Ry se had 
d on e his 
u su al morn in g chores an d seem­ 
ed to be in his u su al mood . He 
came to the hou se, took a shot 
gu n he had borrowed the d ay 
before an d walked ou t. A few 
min u tes later the members 
of 
thé family heard the 
shot. A 
d au ghter, Nov a Ry se, fou n d her 
father. 
He was d ead 
when 
fou n d . The bod y was taken from 
the cattle shed to the hou se be­ 
fore the coron er arriv ed . 
That Mr. Ry se con templated 
the act was seen in the fact that 
he had borrowed a gu n Frid ay 
from a n eighbor èn the plea of 
hu n tin g rabbits. He retu rn ed 
this gu n statin g tha t it cou ld 
n ot be d ischarged an d borrowed 
an other from a secon d n eighbor, 
John Herbert. It was this gu n 
which he u sed to en d his life.

TIMELY TOP 
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A PROBLEM FOR MR. HOOVER 
As discussion of the late lamented Franco- 
¿ ritish naval ag reement continues to simmer in 
ihe press and elsewhere, it becomes increasing ly 
ipparent that one of Mr. Hoover’s most perplex­ 
ing problems, when he becomes president, is g o- 
lng to be this business of naval limitation. 
1 
The Washing ton treaty has only a few more 
fears to run. Failure of the Geneva cruiser limi­ 
tation conference g ives an added reason for a 
tew ag reement between this country and the 
g ther leading naval powers. The incredible stu­ 
pidity of the British diplomats in neg otiating 
°ieir ag reement with France has, in addition, 
roused such resentment in this country that 
£ .'ie big -navy g roup has been materially streng ­ 
thened, 
st 
Thq problem is g oing to be a toug h one. 
si 
Consider, for instance, this m atter of “par- 
scy”—which means that our navy is to be ex- 
aHly equal in fig hting streng th to Eng land’s. 
^r/hat seventh son of a seventh son is g oing to 
‘11 us just how to g et that parity, even if our 
ivai men could reach an accord with Eng land’s 
10 it? The fact of the m atter is that two 
aitvies cannot be made exactly equal in fig hting 
Lireng th, even thoug h each contains exactly the 
of me number of fig hting ships. 
Their relative streng th would depend 
on 
|iere they were to fig ht. Suppose this country 
d Eng land had identical navies and went to 
with each other. 
If the action took place 
oss tfye Atlantic, Eng land’s navy would be 
tly superior to ours; 
if* it was foug ht over 
e, ours would be superior. 
Obviously this will provide the rival naval 
'i f ! ders with the basis for an arg ument that 
coPuld last indefinitely. 
|l Judg ing Mr. Hoover by what we have learned 
Ircm his public record, it is impossible not to 
believe that he will make a very determined and 
capable effort to bring . about some satisfactory 
solution of the situation. 
The conditions are 
ripe for a naval armament race as menacing to 
world peace as the race between Eng land and 
Germany prior to 1914. Every American should 
g ive Mr. Hoover all possible support in the m atter 
of averting one. Some new ag reement must be 
found. 


GETTING SECURITY—THEN AND NOW 
One of the criticisms most frequently made 
of the modern industrial system is that it is 
slowly but surely driving the small business man 
out of existence. 
In the old days, an ambitious young man 
beg inning a career was apt to prefer starting his 
own business to g oing to work for someone else. 
The head of an individual concern had a feeling 
of independence and security, even if his busi­ 
ness was relatively small, that the salaried man 
working for a big corporation rarely felt. 


Now, however, the small business man is in 
a bad way. Profit marg ins are being shaved so 
close that only the big org anization can survive. 


Henry Ford, big g est of all industrialists, be­ 
lieves that this is a g ood thing . In a recent ar­ 
ticle in Forbes Mag azine, he tells why. 


“Opportunities to acquire position and com­ 
petence are g reater in employment than in pri­ 
vate business,” he says. “This is natural. There 
are more places to be filled, and the rewards are 
g reater. Business lives by the vig or and brains 
of 
the 
men it produces. 
Every big business 
needs more and big g er men than many small 
businesses could possibly need. 
Naturally, with 
a larg er need comes a larg er opportunity. 
“As 
a 
m atter of fact, the mattfer stands 
about this way: Employment has become a com­ 
petitor with private business for the services of 
the best m m. 
Independence and opportunity 
are no long er the rewards of private business 
alone—they are found in both, and mostly in 
employment.” 
This sounds like g ood sense. 
A man who 
wins a responsible position with such a concern 
as U. S. Steel. General Motors, General Electric 
or the Pennsylvania railroad has fully as much 
independence as the head of any small private 
convern ever had. The chances are that he has 
more. 
In the middle ag es a man of ambition would 
attach himself to some powerful baron or lord 
and rise to fortune with his protector. 
Today 
we seem to have a similar condition—the ambi­ 
tious man attaching himself to the big g est in­ 
dustry and rising as it rises.

the mercantile, professional, and 
personal service pursuits. 
The 
numbers employed in these have 
increased much more rapidly than 
the total population.** 
The 
“ white collar’* class, in 
other words, is on the increase. 
Then the report takes up the 
most discussed question of all— 
why is the United States prosper­ 
ous? 
Here it indulg es in some 
plain speaking . 
“The present hig h prosperity of 
the United States is in no sense 
due to the World War,** it de­ 
clares. “At its foundation lie the 
rich resources of the country, not 
taxed by an excessive population, 
and the energ y, intellig ence, in­ 
dustry and thrift of the people. 
During the past quarter century 
tlie increase of productivity has 
been only in small part due to the 
opening up of new' natural re­ 
sources. but has been chiefly at­ 
tributable to what may be called 
human factors. 
“The underlying causes of ad­ 
v ancing efficiency of American in­ 
dustry translate themselves into a 
number of more specific and di­ 
rect factors. 
Among these the 
most noteworthy are the advance 
in education, scientific research 
and invention; the rapidly increas­ 
ing use of capital reflected in the 
g reater employment of mechanical 
power and of automatic and semi­ 
automatic machinery; the larg er 
scale of production permitting 
g reater application of mass meth­ 
ods and lowering 
of unit costs; 
the conscious and concerted 
effort 
to eliminate waste and improve 
methods of production and distri­ 
bution; the hig h scale of wag es 
resulting in g eneral larg e buying 
power, and the comparative sta­ 
bility of prices and of credit."

Andrew 
Jackson 
succeeded 
John Q. Adams as president. He 
was born March 15, 1767, the 
same year as Adams and died at 
the Hermitag e, June 8, 18 45. His 
g randfather, 
Andrew, was 
a 
native of County Ulster, Ireland, 
as was his mother. They were 
descendants of Scotch ancestry, 
and Presbyterians or Covenan­ 
ters, who fled from relig ious per­ 
secution to all parts of Great 
Britain, rather than abjure the 
Covenant of 1557. 
Strang e 
how 
tyranny has 
peopled the world and how pro­ 
ductive of g ood results, 
it has 
been, althoug h freig hted with 
suffering , tears and bloodshed. 
Hug h Jackson had four sons— 
Andrew the young est, was born 
in one of the Carolinas, so near 
the border th at 
I leave it to 
others to 
quarrel 
about. 
His 
m other’s name 
was 
Elizabeth 
Hutchinson, who with her hus­ 
band and two sons—Hug h and 
Robert-^camc to Charleston, S. 
C., in 1765 and settled 160 miles 
northwest of there among the 
pioneers of Waxhaw, in what 
was then Mecklenburg county 
The father died about two 
years 
afterward 
and a short 
time after his death, our Andrew 
was born. He was born in a little 
log cabin, a 
few 
miles 
from 
where, now stands Monroe, the 
county seat of Union county. 
North Carolina. 
His opportunities for educa­ 
tion were limited and 
he g rew 
up without it, except th at he 
learned to read and write and to 
“cast up accounts." 
He was a 
g reat horseman and could ride 
the wildest horse on the planta­ 
tion and outswear any other 
man, in 
South 
Carolina, 
to 
which state they had moved, af­ 
ter the death 
of his 
father. 
This accomplishment of Jackson, 
acquired early in 
childhood, 
characterized him throug h 
his 
life, and g ave him the title 
of 
“Old by the Eternal” but used 
by him with far less euphony. 
He had a reverence for woman 
taug ht him by his mother, that 
he never forg ot. Personally, 
he 
never knew fear, nor cring ed un­ 
der servility. When only a boy 
he took part in the Continental 
army and with his brother, Ro­ 
bert, was taken prisoner by the 
British and marched to Cam­ 
den, S. C. There a British officer 
ordered “Andy” to 
black 
his 
boots, which the 
boy 
refused 
and demanded “treatm ent as a 
prisoner of war,” only to be 
struck by the brave (?) officer. 
The blow left a scar, but Andy 
paid it back with interest later 
at New Orleans. 
His brother Hug h had been 
killed in action, and Andy 
and 
Robert were confined, 
as pris­ 
oners at Camden, where they 
sufferd 
intensely. 
Smallpox 
broke out and many died. 
It was here his devoted mother 
rode sixty miles on horeback to 
secure the release of her boys 
and did effect their release, by 
an exchang e of prisoners. Both 
her boys 
had 
small-pox 
but 
homeward in a rainstorm, she 
took her boys and reached home 
in two days, where Robert died 
and Andy was a raving maniac 
for days and an 
invalid for 
months. 
Hearing that there was g reat 
suffering among the 
prisoners, 
abofcrd the Charleston prison 
ships, she took what medicines 
and delicacies she could procure 
and rode horseback 160 miles to 
Charleston, to succor the sick 
and wounded. There she nursed 
the sick, till her own life paid 
the forfeit from ship fever. She 
was buried on the shore but her 
g rave is as unknown as th at of 
Moses. 
Andy 
was now alone and 
mounting his beautiful horse— 
his only estate—he turned his 
back on the home of his child­ 
hood forever, rode 
to Saisburv 
and entered the law 
office 
of 
Spruce McCay. Here he read law 
during 178 5-6. 
He is described as of fair com­ 
plexion, sandy hair, a roaring , 
rolficking , card playing , 
horse 
racing and mischievous boy. He 
was admitted to practice in 178 7 
and the following year, joined a 
party of adventurous spirits g o­ 
ing to the wilds of Tennessee 
North Carolina then 
having 
jurisdiction over that territory, 
he was appointed public prose­ 
cutor there. 
June 1, 1796, Tennessee was 
admitted to 
the Union 
and 
Jackson was elected representa­ 
tive. ’ He rode 
horseback to 
Philadelphia 
where 
Cong ress 
met, 
some 
8 00 
miles 
away, 
throug h woods and forests to be 
at the 
opening session. 
He 
served one term in 
the house 
and Nov. 22, 1797, went back as 
senator. 
He was no orator and his 
cong ressional record is not 
il­ 
luminating , except for his neg a­ 
tive votes, as he was not in 
sympathy with Adams’ adminis­ 
tration and aware of his nonen­ 
tity among so 
many 
brilliant 
men, as then made up cong ress, 
he resig ned in April 1798 . 
He was elected to the Supreme 
Court of Tennessee, where he 
served six years. There hi^ lack 
of knowledg e of law and ig nor­ 
ance of 
g rammer, 
were c*n- 
/ 


spicuous but his decisions always 
went to the root of the cause 
and were founded on justice. 
In July 18 04 he resig ned and 
became 
eng ag ed 
in business 
with the firm of Jackson, Coffee 
and Hutching s, buying , breed­ 
ing , 
racing , selling 
blooded 
horses and fitting out a line of 
flatboats on the Mississippi river. 
In 18 09 he severed all connection 
with business interests and re­ 
tired to his 
plantation, 
the 
-Hermitag e.” 
He was at this time probably 
the most widely discussed man 
in America. His duels, his tem­ 
per and his profanity were pro­ 
verbial and yet 
a 
picture 
of 
Jackson, sitting peacefully in his 
home, smoking 
his corn cob 
pipe, with little children playing 
around him and his idolized wite 
sharing his happiness presented 
a strang e contrast to the man 
who could strike terror into the 
hearts of his enemies. He was a 
loving husband, a kind master 
and all dependent on him, idol­ 
ized him. 
Soon came the war of 18 12. in 
which Jackson was to play so 
prominent a part and 
he ten­ 
dered the president his services 
and was orderd by Madison, 
to 
report at New Orleans. Arriving 
at Natchez he received word to 
await further -orders." In Feb­ 
ruary 1913, -orders” came to dis­ 
band his 
troops 
and 
return 
home. What! Jackson disband 
an army 500 miles from home, 
without provisions or transpor­ 
tations? Not Jackson—-orders” 
or no -orders.” 
As they 
came, he 
marched 
them back, walking 
with 
the 
rest, that the sick mig ht have 
the use of his horse. -Toug h as 
hickory,” they said of him as the 
tall slender g eneral walked with 
the rest. To this or his habit, of 
living on hickory nuts, when ra­ 
tions were short, on an Indian 
campain, he owes his appellation 
of “Old Hickory.” 
The world knows his militaiy 
history, how he 
subdued the 
Creek Indian in Florida, 
exe­ 
cuted Ambrister and Arbuthnot, 
how he violated all international 
law, when -military necessity” 
resuired it, and how he was loy­ 
ally backed by the president be­ 
cause, the means were justified 
by the ends secured. Whatever 
else he was not, Jackson was a 
Union man, as enunciated in his 
famous messag e 
to the 
South 
Carolina Nullificationists, 
“Our 
Federal 
Union—It 
Must and 
Shall Be Preserved.” 
With all his faults and “Irish 
Bulls", the common people idol­ 
ized him, treason trembled be­ 
fore him, dishonesty fled from 
his approach and the Goddess 
of Liberty smiled her approval, 
upon his love of country. When 
called to defend New Orleans, 
he found women and children 
in tears and pledg ed them, no 
red coat should enter the city 
but over his dead bodv, 
and 
later when broug ht before Judg e 
Hall, for contempt, and fined 
$1,000 the people made up the 
money to pay it. but Jackson 
had g iven his check and refused 
their g enerosity. 
When Jackson wore the sv/ord, 
the civil was subservient to the 
military, if he deemed, th at ne­ 
cessity required it. He put New 
Orleans under m artial law, 
in 
December 18 14 and Judg e Hall, 
on petition issued 
a 
writ 
of 
habeas corpus, 
liberate a 
military prison, Judg e, 
attor­ 
ney and the officer attempting 
to serve the writ were all lodg ed 
in jail. 
Later when martial law was 
vacated, Jackson was cited for 
contempt, appeared in person, 
made his defense, was 
fined 
$1,000, which he paid with 
his 
check and was immediately sur­ 
rounded, by the g rateful people; 
whom he defended, and borne in 
trium ph 
to a public house, 
where he made a short speech 
telling his hearers to obey the 
civil law then in force, even as 
he had. 
Their g rateful offer, to pay his 
fine, was rejected (State papers 
please copy.) In 18 44 
cong ress 
paid back the fine with interest, 
to Jackson’s heir. His example 
upon all occasions was not al­ 
ways commendable, but his will 
was always law, when he acted 
with authority, either civil 
or 
military.

Joh annes Gutenberg a t Strass- 
burg in 1438 . 
Th e op eration was a p riv ate 
dem onstration h eld in th e p res­ 
ence of a gath ering of men wh p 
direct large p rinting and p ub­ 
lish ing enterp rises. Th ey 
were 
th e guests of Frank E. G annett, 
p ublish er of th e G annett news­ 
p ap ers, wh o sp onsored th e 
in­ 
v ention. 
W alter 
W. 
Morey , 
of 
East 
Orange, New 
Jersey , 
inv ented 
th e mach ine, known as a tele­ 
ty p e setter, and th e M orkrum- 
K lein-Sch m idt 
corp oration of 
Ch icago built it. 
Th e sending was one in th e 
dem onstration room to two m a­ 
ch ines on th e op p osite side 
of 
th e room, wh ich were op erated 
simultaneously from th e 
same 
wire. One was a linety p e and 
th e oth er an interty p e. 
Th e sender p unch ed a tap e, 
sev en eigh ts of an inch 
wide, 
wh ich op erated 
th e 
telegrap h 
wire by sending imp ulses corres­ 
p ond ing to th e h oles in th e tap e. 
At th e receiv ing end an instru­ 
m ent p roduced a p unch ed tap e 
ex actly sim ilar to th e sending 
tap e. Th is receiv ing tap e

ran autom atically 
th rough a 
small electrical m ach ine on

mach ine. 
Th e little m ach ine 
once more translated 
th e tap e 
h oles into electric imp ulses. 
Th e electric wav es were 
car­ 
ried by a wire to an ap p aratus 
rough ly resembling a large h u­ 
m an h and, fastened to th e side 
of th e ty p esetting mach ine. Each 
m etal finger controlled a num ­ 
ber of letters and ch aracters of 
th e ty p esetting m ach ine, wh ich 
it released according to th e im ­ 
p ulse receiv ed. Th e ty p esetting 
m ach ine functioned ex aetly as 
if a h um an op erator h ad p ressed 
down th e key 
for a letter or 
ch aracter. 
Th e telety p e setter is a dev el­ 
op m ent of autom atic telegrap n 
p rinters, differing p rincip ally in 


but one resp ect, in th a t it uses 
a tap e with si* p unch units, in­ 
stead of th e standard five units.

The'mulfcir 
plicitjt of operations that are 
necessary In getting out a news- 
paper, not to mention the hur- 
ry-hurry of news gathering and 
the stress and strain' attendant 
even ton an ordinary day, is al- 
most Staggering. 


When you consider that .your _.,- 


newspaper brings to you every 
evening as many words set up in 
type as there are to be found in 
the novel you read, and that, 
these words are all .written, set- 
up, proof .read and printed in 
twenty-four hours where the 
novelist spends months in writ- 
ing his book, then you. can un- 
derstand how the writer cannot 
spend hours pondering for.ex- 
actly the word with the. right 
shade of meaning to convey his 
thought.

A PROBLEM FOB MR. HOOVER 


As discussion of the late lamented Franco- 


British naval agreement continues to simmer in 
>he press and elsewhere, it becomes increasingly 
ipparent that one of Mr. Hoover's most perplex- 
*ng problems, when he becomes president, is go- 
lng to be this business of naval limitation. 
I 
The Washington treaty has only a. few more 


rears to run. Failure of the Geneva cruiser limi- 
tation conference gives an added reason for a. 
tew agreement between this country and the 
gther leading naval powers. The incredible stu- 
lidity of the British diplomats in negotiating 
°ieir agreement with France has, in addition, 
roused such resentment in this country that 
c:ie big-navy group has been materially streng- 
j°iened, 
si The problem is going to be a tough one. 
si 
Consider, for instance, this matter of "par- 


scy"—which means that our navy is to be ex- 
ai:tly equal in fighting" strength to England's. 
trhat seventh son of a seventh son is going to 
g£ll us just how to get that parity, even if our 
a ival men could reach an accord with England's 
]iji it? The fact of the matter is that two 
aitvies cannot be made exactly equal in fighting 
Lirength, even though each contains exactly the 
pfme number of lighting ships. 


Their relative strength would depend on 
ere they were to fight. Suppose this country 


fd England had identical navies and went to 
r with each other. If the action took place 
•oss the Atlantic, England's navy would be 
;tly superior to ours; 
if* it was fought over 


•e, ours would be superior. 


Obviously this will provide the rival naval 


Iders with the basis for an argument that 
'ild last indefinitely. 
,\1 Judging Mr. Hoover by what we have learned 


trc>m his public record, it is impossible not to 
beliieve that he will make a very determined and 
capable effort to bring, about some satisfactory 
solution of the situation. 
The conditions are 


ripe for a naval armament race as menacing to 
world peace as the race between England and 
Germany prior to 1914. Every American should 
give Mr. Hoover all possible support in the matter 
of averting one. Some new agreement must be 
found. 


GETTING SECURITY—THEN AND NOW 
One of the criticisms most frequently made 


of the modern industrial system is that it is 
slowly but surely driving the small business man 
out of existence. 


In the old days, an ambitious young man 


beginning a career was apt to prefer starting his 
own business to going to work for someone else. 
The head of an individual concern had a feeling 
of independence and security, even if his busi- 
ness was relatively small, that the salaried man 
working for a big corporation rarely felt. 


Now, however, the small business man is in 


a bad way. Profit margins are being shaved so 
close that only the big organization can survive. 


Henry Ford, biggest of all industrialists, be- 


lieves that this is a good thing. In a recent ar- 
ticle in Forbes Magazine, he tells why. 


"Opportunities to acquire position and com- 


petence are greater in employment than in pri- 
vate business," he says. "This is natural. There 
are more places to be filled, and the rewards ars 
greater. Business lives by the vigor and brains 
of 
the 
men it produces. Every big business 


needs more and bigger men than many small 
businesses could possibly need. Naturally, with 
a larger need comes a larger opportunity. 


"As a matter of fact, the matter stands 


about this way: Employment has become a com- 
petitor with private business for the services of 
the best m3n. Independence and opportunity 
are no longer the rewards of private business 
alone—they are found in both, and mostly in 
employment." 


This saunds like good sense. 
A man who 


wins a responsible position with such a concern 
as U. S. Steel, General Motors, General Electric 
or the Pennsylvania railroad has fully as much 
independence as the head of any small private 
convern ever had. The chances are that he has 
more. 


In the middle ages a man of ambition would 


attach himself to some powerful baron or lord 
and rise to fortune with his protector. Today 
we seem to have a similar condition—the ambi- 
tious man attaching himself to the biggest in- 
dustry and rising as it rises.

"At its foundation lie the 
rich resources of the country, not 
taxed by an excessive population, 
and the energy, intelligence, in- 
dustry and thrift of the people. 
During the past quarter century 
the increase of productivity has 
been only in small part due to the 
opening up of new natural re- 
sources, but has been chiefly at- 
tributable to what may be called 
human factors. 


"The underlying causes of ad- 


vancing efficiency of American in- 
dustry translate themselves into a 
number, of more specific and di- 
rect factors. 
Among these the 


most noteworthy are the advance 
in education, scientific research 
and invention; the rapidly increas- 
ing wise of capital reflected in the 
greater employment of mechanical 
pow^r and of automatic and semi- 
automatic machinery; the larger 
scale \ of production permitting 
greater application o£ mass meth- 
ods and lowering o£ unit costs: 
the conscious and concerted effort 
to eliminate waste and improve 
methods of production and distri- 
bution; the high scale bj wages 
resulting in general large buying 
power, .and the comparative st.tr 
bility.. of .prices and of credit."

He was at this time probably 


the most widely discussed man 
in America. His duels, his tem- 
per and his profanity were pro- 
verbial and yet a picture of 
Jackson, sitting peacefully in his 
tiome, smoking his corn cob 
pipe, with little children playing 
around him and his idolized wife 
sharing his happiness presented 
a strange contrast to the man 
who could strike terror into the 
hearts of his enemies. He was a 
loving husband, a kind master 
and all dependent on him, idol- 
ized him. 
Soon came the war of 1812. m 


which Jackson was "to play so 
prominent a part and he ten- 
dered the president his Cervices 
and was orderd by Madison, to 
report at New Orleans. Arriving 
at Natchez he received word to 
await further -orders." IE Feb- 
ruary 1913, -orders" came to dis- 
band his troops and 
return 


home. What! Jackson disband 
an army 500 miles from home, 
without provisions or transpor- 
tations? Not Jackson—-orders" 
or no -orders." 


As they came, he marched 


them back, walking with 
the 


rest, that the sick might have 
the use of his horse. -Tough as 
hickory," they said of him as the 
tall slender general walked with 
the rest. To this or his habit, of 
living on hickory nuts, when ra- 
tions were short, on an Indian 
campain, he owes his appellation 
of "Old Hickory."

With all his faults and -Irisa 


Bulls", the common people idol- 
ized him, treason trembled be- 
fore him,N dishonesty fled from 
his approach and the Goddess 
of Liberty smiled her approval, 
upon his love of country. When 
called to defend New Orleans, 
he found women and children 
in tears and pledged them, no 
red coat should enter the city 
but over his dead body, 
and 


later when brought before Judge 
Hall, for contempt, and fined 


and Andy was a raving maniac 
for days and an 
invalid for 


months. 


Hearing that there was great 


suffering among the prisoners, 
aboard the Charleston 
prison 


ships, 'She took what medicines 
and delicacies she could prpcure 
and rode horseback 160 miles to 
Charleston, to succor the sick 
and wounded. There she nursed 
the sick, till her own life paid 
the forfeit from ship fever. She 
was buried on the shore but her 
grave is as unknown as that of 
Moses. 
Andy 
was now alone and 


mounting his 'beautiful horse — 
his only estate — he turned his 
back on the home of his child- 
hood forever, rode to Saiibury 
and entered the law 
office of 


Spruce McCay. Here he read law 
during 1785-6. 


He is described as of fair com- 


plexion, sandy hair, a roaring, 
rollicking, card playing, 
horse 


racing and mischievous boy. He 
was admitted to practice in 1737 
and the following year, joined a 
party of adventurous spirits go- 
ing to the wilds of Tennessee. 
North Carolina then 
having 


jurisdiction over that territory, 
he was appointed public prose- 
cutor there. 


June 1, 1796, Tennessee 
was 


admitted to 
the Union and 


Jackson was elected representa- 
tive. " He rode 
horseback to 


Philadelphia 
where 
Congress 


met, some 800 miles 
away, 


through woods and forests to be 
at the 
opening session. 
He 


served one term in the house 
and Nov. 22, 1797, went back as 
senator. 


He was; 
no orator and 
his 
il- 
congressional record is not 
luminating, except for his nega- 
tive votes, as he was not in 
sympathy with Adams' adminis- 
tration and aware of his nonen- 
tity among so many brilliant 
men, as then made up congress, 
he resigned in April 1798. 


He was elected to the Supreme 


Court of Tennessee, where he 
served, six years.. There his lack 


$1 000 the people made up the 
money to pay it, but 
Jackson 


had given his check and refused 
their generosity. 


When Jackson were the sv/ord, 


the civil was subservient to the 
military, if he deeir.ed, that ne- 
cessity required in. He put New 
Orleans under martial law, in 
December 1814 and Judge Hall, 
on petition issued 
a writ of 


habeas corpus, to liberate a 
military prison. Judge, attor- 
ney and the officsr 
attempting 


to serve the writ were all lodged 
in jail. 
Later when mottial law was 


vacated, Jackson was cited for 
contempt, appeared in person, 
made his defense, 
was fined 


$1 000, which he paid with his 
check and was immediately sur- 
rounded, by the grateful people; 
whom he defended, and borne in 
triumph 
to a public house, 


where he made a short speech 
telling his hearers to obey the 
civil law then in force, even as 
he had. 
Their grateful offer, to pay his 


fine, was rejected (State papers 
please copy.) In 1844 congress 
paid back the fine with interest, 
to Jackson's heir. His example 
upon all occasions was not al- 
ways commendable, but his will 
was always law, when he acted 
with authority, either civil 
or 


military.

A telegraph wire operated two 
newspaper typesetting machines 
icre Thursday at the,plant of 
he Rochester Times Union. 
Dispatches 
by 
wire were 


ransferred mechanically direet- 
y into the machines, with hu- 
man touch eliminated, and were 
recorded in lines of metal types 
each as long as a news column is 
wide. 
The object of the invention is 


to shorten the time and work 
required to .transfer news fron 
;he place where it occurs to the 
printed page. It is designed to 
je another step in developmen 
of the distribution of the printed 
word, which began when mov- 
able type 
was invented by 
Johannes Gutenberg at Strass- 
aurg in 1438. 
The operation was a private j 


demonstration held in the pres- 
ence of a gathering of men wh$ 
direct large printing and pub- 
lishing enterprises. They were 
the guests of Frank E. Gannett, 
publisher of the Gannett news- 
papers, who sponsored the in- 
vention. 
Walter W. Morey, of East 


Orange, New Jersey, invented 
the machine, known as a tele- 
type setter, and the Morkrum- 
Klem-Schmidt 
corporation of 


Chicago built it. ' 
The sending was one in the 


demonstration room to two ma- 
chines on the opposite side of 
the room, which were operated 
simultaneously from the same 
wire. One was a linetype and 
the other an intertype. 
The sender punched a tape, 


seven eights of an inch wide, 
which operated the 
telegraph 


wire by sending impulses corres- 
ponding to the holes in the tape. 
At the receiving end an instru- 
ment produced a punched tape 
exactly similar to the sending 
tape. This receiving tape then 
ran automatically through a 
small electrical machine on 
a 
stand beside 
the typesetting 


machine. 
The little machine 


once more translated the tape 
holes into electric impulses. 


The electric waves were car- 


ried by a wire to an apparatus 
roughly resembling a large hu- 
man handT fastened to the side 
of the typesetting machine. Each 
metal ringer controlled a num- 
ber of letters and characters ol 
the typesetting machine, which 
it released according to the im- 
pulse received. The typesetting 
machine functioned exactly as 
if a human operator had pressed 
down the key for a letter or 
character. 
The teletype setter is a devel- 


opment of automatic telegrapn 
printers, differing principally in 


but one respect, in that it uses 
a tape with six pdnch units, in- 
stead of the standard five units. 
The sponsors predict special 


value for the teletypesetter ^ in 
transmitting market quotations 
directing into type, and an op- 
portunity for book publishers to 
save the expense of keeping 
large stores of metal type plates. 
Instead of metal plates, the tap 
may be filed, ready for rerun 
when reprints are desired. 


A receiving printer without 


interfering with the automatic 
tpesetting, enables an editor to 
read what is coming over the 
wire.
